This is a diversified district both in the character of its housing facilities and in its varied 
nationalities. The district, as a whole, is residential except for Broadway. The higher 
income families are concentrated in the residential areas of Central Park West and 
57th Street, which contain large, modern and expensive apartment houses. The remain- 
ing residential dwellings in the district are largely tenements and furnished rooms. On 
Tenth Avenue there are numerous small industrial shops, tire houses, and garages. Ninth 
and Tenth Avenues are lined with retail stores. Considerable transient traffic through 
the entire section contributes additional purchasing power. Madison Square Garden 
and theaters along Broadway increase the number of transients. 
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
